••will spend Tuesday in Wilmington and 
Wednesday in Richmond, reaching Wash- 
ington at the end of his 13,000 mile jour- 
^uey at 8:35 o'clock Wednesday evening.

to the opening of the congressional ses-

Ix-ini- scheduled to leave the capital ut 
5:35 p. m., on Thursday, for Middleton, 
Conn., where hc will witness the instal- 
lation of President Shaziklin, cf Wesley - 
nn university! The president is due to 
attend a meeting of the Yale corpora- 
tion at New Haven on the lotli and will 
go to Norfolk the 19th, iind'to Hampton, 
Yn., the 20th, returning to Washington 
the morning of Nov. 21. It is not likely 
•that the .president will de> nny work on 
Ids rot-SKap* to congr.csn until after his 
Norfolk trip. He has the messxgc pret- 
ty well in hand, so far as ideas nre con- 
owned «nd it will not take him long to 
dictate tho elocument once he gets down 
to it. 'The president'already has out- 
lined the essential podnts of the* mes- 
sage in his speeches during the pres- 
ent trip. 
The details after his recom- 


mendations as to the amendment of the 
interstate, commerce and anti-trust laws, 
however; have yet to be formulated

ROME. Nov. 6.—Mrs. Theodore, Roose- 


velt learned only this morning of tlie re- 
port that.an accident hud befallen her 
husband. Naturally she was much dis- 
tressed that 8i.ch a.rumor should have 
gained currency, but believed that noth- 
ing serious could have occurred and she 
not be promptly notified. Her 
friends 


sent messages of inquiry last night to 
the telegraph station nearest the point 
where the hunting party is supposed to 
be, but up to noon no answer had been 
received.

more local corporations, will begin to 
combine and in groups, the-se will be- 
gin to join other groups until as in sev- 
eral now essentials of the people one 
great trust controls the supplies or at 
least controls the markets and compels 
independents to practically do a* they 
do, juat ss the ooal trust, the 
steel 


trust, the sugar, the oil and others corn- 


el acquiescence. 
The one thing to do is for the state 
nd the general government to seize un- 
er eminent domain powers, all 
that 


ave not vet passed out of their hands 
nd retain the control for the benefits 
f the people, not corporations. The gov- 
rnment can yet readily regain full pos- 
ession of the streams on public lands 
nd thus regain control absolutely of 
vater powers. States can do the same 
hiug. So as in Wisconsin the report of 
ur Water Power 
commission 
should 


cad to the state declaring its control of 
water powers. Anything else will be a 
mistake. 


The government and state then con- 
rolling a magnificent source of power 
vill conserve such for the people and 
an thus prevent any trust domination. 
These can control and lease out to in- 
dividuals or corporations for that matter, 
and thus make all subject to the full- 
3l supervision and with not overly long 
rrm privileges. Then if individual, or 
corporation, or partnership as ia pro- 
posed now to adopt to escape the' cor- 
poration name, not do the right thing, 
heir lieen-* can be forthwith revoked 
and they be compelled to make good all 
overcharges and make good to the public

We waste by purpose, by carelessness, 


and by outrageous neglect. Waste in 


complaints of its own as against any and 
all rates deemed objectionable. 


To suspend, pr annul, or, if desired, 


modify changes in rules or regulations 
that impose undue and unfair burdens 
on shippers. 


Interstate carriers nhall form through 


routes with the commission fixing rates 
and .apportioning among the carriers 
their respective duos. 


The commission to prescribe the rules 


and the regulations through whieh ship- 
pers may h*ve right to designate the 
route ov*r which their goods may or 
shall travel. Thus meaning that ship- 
pers have the right to designate routes 
beyond the initial carrier over which such 
shall take. 


There is nothing here unreasonable to 


demand from the railroads. May it not 
be a fact that more than one rail cor- 
corporation may at bottom be glad they 
are under that restraint from the gov- 
ernment that will compel them to end 
discrimination in all forms, and thus re- 
move them from the domination of great 
trusts and trade combinations that ap- 
pear to b« and are now immune. 


It is within reason, every point asked

On this evening 
th« jnoon passes so close to the 
planet that from tome purts of th« 
earth it -will be seen to hid* Venus 
from view. But the occultatlon does 
not occur until 11 P. M. (Eastern 
Urn*), and cannot be seen by obscrv-

Mars and Saturn are both high up 


in the south and in excellent posi- 
tion, for observation. Mars -Is grow- 
ing rapidly fainter as it draws «.way 
from the earth, but the larger mark- 
ings can still be elenrly Bten in a 
small telescope. The polar cap If at 
present so small that it may, per- 
haps, only be detected with difficulty. 
Aa shown in Fig. 1, tha rapid east- 
ward motion of. Mars has begun, so 
that the two planets are again draw- 
ing together. Mars will pass to the 
sflBt of Saturn on December 31.

HALLEY'S COMET. 


This briiiant, naked-eya comet, 


which during the past 20 centuries 
has appeared In the sky every 18 
years, was rediscovered on Its pres- 
ent expected return on September 11.

1, exactly in the posi- 
tion predicted by computation, [n Its 
regular motion along its great path, 
0.300,000,000 of miles long, It was the tail of this comet on May 18.
